L.A. Comes to Canada 
Barry T’s Grand Central Station 
Apr. 11, 18 





he wide-open sightlines of 

Edmonton nightclub Barry T’s 
have attracted an Alberta-raised, 
Hollywood-based talent agent 
attempting to bring a little bit of Los 
Angeles to Canada. 

L.A. Comes to Canada: that's 
the title of David Woodrow’s first 
foray into transplanted Hollywood- 
style entertainment. The first in a 
series of parties, all to be held at 
the 104 Street dance club, happens 
tonight, with another scheduled 
for next Thursday, Apr. 18. 

The theme of the two evenings 
will be glamor. “We want to bring 
all the so-called good-looking peo- 
ple, the celebrities, all the right 
people together,” Woodrow said 
early this week. In L.A., says 
Woodrow, clubs stage successful 
weekly parties where the general 
public can expect to mingle with 
the stars. 

Posed with the dilemma that Ed- 
monton's stock of glamor doesn’t 
quite rival that of Los Angeles, 
Woodrow is still optimistic people 
here will go for it. “You've got a 
great core of people here. I’ve 
been meeting people over the last 
little while and I’ve been very 
impressed. You've got modelling 
agencies, actors, casting directors, 
sporting figures.” 

He couldn’t say which celebri- 
ties he had lined up for tonight, 
but they’ll most likely be local. 
Woodrow flashed a photo of him- 
self with Sylvester Stallone and 
suggested he expects to attract 
some of his American contacts in 
the future (though he made no 
suggestion Stallone was a possibil- 
ity). 

Barry T’s was chosen partly 
because Woodrow worked with 
the bar before skipping to Cali- 
fornia 10 years ago (he’s now hop- 
ing to return to Alberta for six 
months of the year), but also 
because he thinks it would make 
an ideal venue for his next project, 
a nationally-televised comedy/talk 
show. 

The prospective show will be 
named after its host, Woodrow’s 
friend Bob Angeli, an Edmonton 
comedian and agent. Woodrow 
will act as producer and Jerold 
Wood will be executive producer. 

Woodrow is still seeking a 
national network TV contract and 
hopes to begin production later 
this year. He says the show will 
reflect a variety of influences, 
including David Letterman, a 
filmed-in-L.A. Comedy Channel 
show called Politically Incorrect, 
and some of his own ideas. 

From his Los Angeles base, 
Woodrow never saw the last 
attempt at a nationally-telecast, 
evening-hour Canadian celebrity 
talk show, CBC’s ill-fated and 
much-maligned Ralph Benmergui 
Show.

Talent agent David Woodrow has a keen desire to bring 
Hollywood-style glitz to Edmonton.

herry Lencucha could have been you, your 

sister, your best friend, your lover. Her 
death served as an awakening for those who, 
until then, never gave much credence to the 
notion anyone can fall victim to AIDS. 

Lencucha contracted HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS, through heterosexual sex with 
a hemophiliac. She wasn’t to know the truth 
until nearly a decade later. 

For her, that truth embodied a stark per- 
sonal reality; she would die. For much of 
Canadian society, Lencucha’s story provided 
truth in a broader sense; that throughout the 
disease’s history, AIDS risk has not been 
restricted to gay men. 

Unfortunately, Lencucha’s story was too 
late for many, who could have taken greater 
precautions had they known. Even more 
troubling, her story and others like it have 
not been enough to convince some mem- 
bers of society, still clinging to narrow- 
minded stereotypes about AIDS, of how real 
a threat is posed by the disease. 

Lencucha, at one time one of the most 
active and publicly recognized members of 
Alberta’s AIDS community, died in January, 
nearly five years after testing positive for 
HIV. Prior to that diagnosis, she had suf- 
fered chronic pneumonia and yeast infec- 
tions, survived bouts with acute tonsillitis 
and shingles and lost an infant daughter to 
what, in retrospect, was obviously AIDS 
baby syndrome. 

Like most new patients, she was told at 
the time she was diagnosed the normal life 
expectancy after testing positive is 8-10 
years. Within weeks, tests revealed persis- 
tent PCP pneumonia (one of the most com- 
mon killers among AIDS patients) and a T4 
cell count of 10, far below a healthy level of 
between 1,700 and 2,000. The T4 cell count 
indicates the ability of the body’s immune 
system to respond to infection. Doctors 
decreased her life expectancy from 10 years 
to two. 

“The connection (with past health prob- 
lems) was never made,” Lencucha said in a 
1992 video produced by the AIDS Network 
of Edmonton. “It made me very angry at the 
medical profession . . nobody connected 
the facts.” 

Deborah Norris was one of the people 
Lencucha met as she searched for support. 
“Tm actually kind of surprised in a way that 
she reached out in the way that she did, as 
quickly as she did, because it was such a 
shock for her,” said Norris, board member 
on the Edmonton Persons Living with HIV 
Society (living Positive, for short) and a 
peer counselor for the AIDS Network. 

A second child, son Kyle, tested negative, 
as did husband Pat, Lencucha’s partner in a 
10-year monogamous relationship. (That 
may seem amazing, but the transfer of sexu- 
pa ing what it is, the virus is much 
y transmitted sexually by a man 
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Sherry Lencucha was a happy wife and mother when she discovered her 
body had fallen victim to a killer disease. Her strength inspired thousands. 


The figures suggest more gay men were 
contracting the disease soon after its 
appearance, but that’s not necessarily the 
case. Maggie McGinn, chairperson of Living 
Positive, a group working with HIV-infected 
women in Edmonton, suggested gay men 
have traditionally been quick to have them- 
selves tested for HIV because they perceive 
themselves to be high risk. As a result, they 
have discovered they're HIV positive soon 
after coming in contact with the virus, usual- 
ly long before life-threatening symptoms 
develop. 

People who don’t perceive themselves to 
be in high-risk categories have been slow to 
get tested. While doctors automatically link- 
ed certain diseases to AIDS when they knew 
their patients were gay men, the same ail- 
ments in women were often seen as isolated 
cases, both by patients and doctors. As a 
result, McGinn said, HIV-positive women 
went years without being tested. 

‘Though they may have contracted HIV at 
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Lencucha and a group of other women felt a 
need for more women-directed support. 

“There are still women who don’t want to 
come through the doors of the AIDS 
Network,” Norris said. They don’t want to 
be seen entering a building associated with 
the disease for fear, she suggested, their 
children will face questions about their 
mother and AIDS. 

Lencucha and Norris helped organize a 
new support group, but faced challenges. 
“We met wherever we could find a confiden- 
tial place, so in church basements, that kind 
of thing,” Norris recalled. 

Out of that group grew the Alberta 
Society for Positive Women. With Lencucha 
as vice-chair, they eventually got an office 
and a phone with Living Positive and set out 
to build support programs for women with 


“Tt was really hard to convince those in 
the AIDS community they needed to deal 
with Liege issues. They'd say that era

the AIDS community have come to expect 
from many of its key workers. But when sh¢ 
did attend, she became known for her 
remarkable communication skills, whether 
she was urging government committees to 
recognize the special day-care needs of HIV- 
positive mothers, or telling high school stu- 
dents how she had contracted the disease as 
a teenager 

“She had a capacity, which I don’t think 
she realized she had until she started speak 
ing, to communicate to all kinds of people 
about her experiences,” explained Val 
Gervais, Lencucha’s social worker and a 
close friend 


“There was never any one-upmanship,” 


Modrovsky said of Lencucha’s speaking 
style. “It was always on a very basic, friendly 
level, individually and in groups 

The climax of Lencucha’s public career 
was her April 1994 appearance before the 
Krever Inquiry into HIV-tainted blood sup 
plies. While she was not eligible for any 
compensation, the man who gave her the 
disease was a hemophiliac who contracte¢ 
HIV through tainted blood 

‘There have been people who suggest that 
i somehow deserved this because I had pre 
marital relations with a man.” she testified 
“I try not to listen to that kind of talk. I think 
if we're talking abot ctims, we have to 
consider a seven-month-old child who died 
of AIDS before her first birthday. We have t« 
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Lencucha stepped 
months later, alre 
two years doctors gave her when she was 
first diagnosed. Members of the AIDS com 
munity praised her for the legacy she left 

“I think she’s gotten rid of some of the 
stigma around the Modrovsky said 
lot of that still there, but she dealt 
with that head on. Because she was so posi- 
tive, she would get very little flak when she 
went into communities and talked about 
AIDS, when there were still a lot of stereo- 
types around the disease. But she was so 
positive and she was speaking from her 
heart, so she was accepted.” 

“I hope she’s created a space in Alberta 
for women with HIV,” Gervais said. “One of 
her biggest goals was to help establish an 
environment where other women could find 
their own voices, so they could reach out 
and get support from other women.” 

Family members were also profoundly 
affected. “I really doubted my day-to-day 
courage until I had to face this,” said 
Lencucha’s mother, Hilda Dalley. “And I 
think I've come a long way. I’m her mother 
and I can say that she’s taught me that.” 

But her death leaves a big void and not 
only in the family. With Lencucha in the 
news and in the communities, people came 
to realize there are female Albertans with 
HIV and women with HIV realized there was 
a place they could go. Now that she’s gone, 
people may think HIV died with its most 
prominent victim. 

There are other segments of society not 
necessarily ready to accept the scope of 
AIDS. McGinn related a recent conversation 
with a newly-tested HIV carrier, suggesting 
the medical profession and the general pub- 
lic still hasn't fully accepted the fact gay 
men aren’t the only people at risk. The

They have also 
Managed to reduce discrimination more than any- 
where in the Hindu world. 

Keralites live a meagre life, poor in material posses- 
sions, but in many ways richer than we are due to 
their strong social and community values. Also, in 
consumption (on average 1/70th of what a North 
American consumes) they radically lighten their eco- 
logical footprint. 

Maybe there’s a lesson here. Per- 
haps chasing after more money and 
more growth is chasing rainbows. 
Could we live with less money and 
with less stuff? And might we be hap- 
pier and healthier for it — personal- 
ly, collectively and as tenants on 
Planet Earth? 

Let’s start with food. Think of 
what we eat. The next time you buy 
food, pay attention to where it comes 
from and consider where your dollar 
goes. 

Much of the money flows right out 
of our community. Off to California, 





years ago, we were told that by 
clear-cutting the boreal forest, our economy would 
prosper? Funny thing, even with Ralph’s one-way bus 
tickets for welfare recipients, loads of people are still 
unemployed and a growing number of people don’t 
seem to have enough money. 

Edward Abbey, best known for his book The 
Monkey Wrench Gang, which helped spawn the radi- 
cal Earth First! movement, said: “Growth for growth’s 
sake is the ideology of the cancer cell.” 

Maybe it’s time to stop growing? 


GDP: grossly deluded populace 


I know that sounds like heresy, but at a time when 
the medicine doesn’t seem to be curing our economic 
ills, isn’t it time to ask the unaskable and think the 


_unthinkable? Especially since it’s clear that more and 


more growth risks destroying the natural systems we 
rely upon for our survival. 

Take the Gross Domestic Product. The GDP mea- 
sures all things bought and sold and it is presumed 
the bigger the number the better. Yet the GDP gets 
bigger with every Valdez oil spill and with every hos- 
pital visit by growing numbers of cancer victims. Is 
this really progress? 

In reality, the quality of our lives is not directly 
related to our income level. The current issue of Uine 
Reader Magazine contains a fabulous article about the 
poor yet prosperous state of Kerala, India. With per 
capita income less than $350 U.S. per year (about 
1/70th the American average), they manage a high 
quality of life, with average life expectancy for a 
Keralite male of 70 years (compared to 72 for a North 
American male). 


or Mexico, never to be seen here 
again. 

What could be done to keep that money in our com- 
munity? If we could address that concern, we could 
start figuring out how to revive the local economy. 
Community Shared Agriculture, community gardens, 
farmers’ markets and greenhouses growing year- 
round are all attractive, proven solutions. 

Wouldn’t it be fun if the local newscasts had a 
Carrot Report outlining what percentage of carrots 
sold in Edmonton were grown locally and how much 
revenue they brought to the local economy. My stom- 
ach churns just thinking about all those trucks eem- 
ing in from California with corporatized, chemicalized 
carrots, when we could be storing our own in root 
cellars and eating them year-round. 

Additionally, if the environmental costs of trucking 
and carbon dioxide emissions were accounted for, 
local agriculture would have a competitive edge. 

I pine for locally-brewed raspberry/Saskatoon/rose 
hip juice, packed with vitamin C and local economic 
renewal powers! An Edmonton Food Self-Sufficiency 
Council could set targets and time-tables to bring the 
groceries home. 

But there's no need to wait until then. With the sun 
shining and the days getting longer, what better time 
to rip up the toxic lawn and reclaim your power to 
grow your own food? With a bit of practice and learn- 
ing how to can and freeze, maybe you'll feel like you 
can quit that jive job, earn less money, but have more 
time for yourself and your community. 

What more do you need? A patch of earth and some 
fresh rainwater can go a long way towards healing 
ourselves and the planet. @

National Song Crafters (NSC) is 
anew Alberta organization headed 
by local songwriter and actor Paul 
Wood. “NSC was developed to pro- 
mote the art of songwriting 
through recording, seminars and 
marketing and to offer writers a 
place to hone their craft and get 
feedback,” Wood said. “I started 
the project because I was always 
looking for contests as a way to 
demo my own work.” 

The premise of the Song Writers 
Contest is simple. Writers may 
send in as many songs as they like,

“This music reflects contempo- 
rary life. Each composer is trying 
to find their own voice. And when 
you find performers who are also 
looking for their own voice, then 
you have something real.” 

The first of six concerts is 
scheduled for Saturday, Apr. 13 at 
the U of A’s Convocation Hall and 
features the nationally-renowned 
Pro Coro Canada choral ensemble, 
performing pieces written by 
Alberta composers. The concert 
will also feature conductor Marc 
Hafso and Tanya Prochazka, who 
is said to be one of Canada’s finest 
cellists. 

The following night, two mem- 
bers of Hammerhead Consort, one 
of Edmonton’s active New Music 
forces, will perform works by 
three international composers 
including Gyorgy Ligeti, consid- 
ered to be an icon of New Music. 
Pianist Corey Hamm and percus- 
sionist Trevor Brandenberg will 
both spend their Convocation Hall 
performance playing solo and 
feeding off each other in duo 
pieces. 

Music, dance, lighting 

The pivotal event of An Exalta- 
tion Of Larks occurs Apr. 16-17 at 
the Timms Centre. Syn-Aesthetics 
promises to be a creative multidis- 

~ eiplinal performance combining 
the music of composers Howard 
Bashaw and panceln Forsyth, 





The NOWAge Orchestra, led by 
Whitehead, will perform Hear Me 
Out at Convocation Hall on Thurs- 
day, Apr. 18. This concert adds yet 
another dimension to the festival 
by offering voice, combined with 
musical humor, satire and drama. 
Two of the highlights include a 
piece written by composer Allan 
Gilliland specifically for the event, 
as well as the namesake piece. 
Created by composer R. Murray 
Schaffer, it includes “soundpoems” 
performed by a vocal group deliv- 
ering the sounds in an avant-garde 
fashion. 


Theatrical aspect 


Said Whitehead: “You will get 
something clear from each piece. 
You will also get a theatrical 
aspect between the pieces. We 
made a ‘show’ out of this program. 
It’s entertaining and very untradi- 
tional.” 

To end the festival Apr. 19 is a 
performance by the talented musi- 
cian Roger Admiral. One of the 
pieces Admiral will be performing 
is Piano Sonata 1957, a heart- 
stopping selection composed by 
Pierre Boulez, the most influential 
composer of this century. 

It is fitting Boulez be included in 
the celebration of New Music 
because it was he who, as a young 
student in Paris, booed his idol 
Igor Stavinsky before thousands of 
people waiting anxiously for 
Stavinsky’s return after the Second 
World War. 

The music establishment of the 
time deemed Stavinsky’s compos- 


ing technique the only one with 


value. Boulez protested to bring 


_ attention to New Music, the style 
in which he has so passionately 


with an entry fee of $15 per song; 
all types of songs are eligible 
(rock, country, jazz, rap, roots, 
folk, children). A panel of profes- 
sional songwriters will judge the 
material based on melody, struc- 
ture, format, lyrics and other crite- 
ria. Two winning songs will be 
chosen, produced and recorded by 
Louis Sedmack, perhaps best 
known for his work with lan 
Tyson on the album And Stood 
There Amazed. Sedmack is one of 
the only Albertan producers to 
have signed deals with Warner/- 
Chapel Productions, among the 
biggest recording companies in the 
world. 

Even the writers who don’t 
make the final cut (to coin a 
phrase) will benefit from the NSC 
contest; each piece will be cri- 
tiqued by the panel, giving entrants 
the opportunity to have their work 


analyzed by others in the industry 
and to receive feedback from their 
peers. Wood also intends to bring 
in professional writers from Nash- 
ville and elsewhere for song-writ- 
ing seminars in the near future, 
with the aim of turning National 
Song Crafters into a co-op for 
would-be writers 

Wood has had a long and illustri- 
ous career in songwriting in this 
city. He just received the B.C 
Country Music Association Song 
of the Year award for 1996 for his 
country music song Yesterday's 
Mail. This song will now be pro- 
duced and recorded by Randall 
Brown of Prescott Brown. Wood 
was also a runner-up in the David 
Foster Songwriting Competition a 
few years back 

His songs have been recorded 
by many artists, including a ct

Wood would like to see the 
National Song Crafters’ Song 
Writers Contest turn into a quar- 
terly event, depending on the res- 
to this first contest.

When MecNarland played the Rev 
a short while back, I compliment- 
ed her on her live show. Shortly 
after, SEE Magazine received two 
copies of her disc. I liked her live 
show better.

his acoustic guitar playing (J Want 
to Live on an) Abstract Plain. 

I recommend this recording 
both to fans of Black’s solo work 
and to the uninitiated.

t's the widows and the miners 

themselves who keep the actors 
honest, keep them focused, remind 
them their play is based on facts. 
And the facts are hard. And sad. 

Two Planks and a Passion Thea- 
tre, out of rural Nova Scotia, is 
putting a human face on the 
Westray mining disaster of May 9, 
1992 in its touring play Westray: 
The Long Way Home, opening at 
Edmonton’s Varscona Theatre 
Apr. 16. 

“We've met miners from Westray 
everywhere on our Western tour,” 
explained co-writer and actor 
Chris O'Neill. “In Kimberley, in 
Tumbler Ridge, they come to us 
after the show and talk about 
working there, about the trauma 
and toll the disaster took on their 
lives and the lives of their families. 
In Calgary, a widow of one of the 
men killed came to our show . 
her voice trails off momentarily 
before she continues. 

“It’s such a gift these people give 
us. Not only to come to the show, 
which is in a way reliving it all 
again, but in coming to speak to us 
afterwards. It helps us remember 
why we're telling this story. It 
helps us remember it’s a real 
event, with real results.” 

A national inquiry is investigat- 
ing the fire that ripped through a 
central Nova Scotia coal mine four 
years ago, instantly killing 26 min- 
ers. At the same time, newspaper 
and television reports are full of 
headlines about blatant safety vio- 
lations and cover-ups at Westray 
Mine, Two Planks and a Passion is 
touring its poignant and powerful 
show. 

“We don’t point fingers and call 
faults,” said O'Neill, who wrote 
Westray with husband Ken Sch-

“It’s not our place. We wrote this 
play because we felt the personal 
stories hadn’t gotten out. The poli- 
fies got out, certainly, but not the 
stories of the miners’ lives. We 
have attempted to make our char- 
acters not simply victims, but full

he final production for the 

school year at Grant MacEwan 
Community College promises intri- 
gue and insight, while taking a play- 
ful look at gender issues at the tum 
of the century. 

Set against a beautiful late Vic- 
torian setting, The Club features 
four men discussing life and love 
in their exclusive club. A page, a 
black servant and a pianist com- 
plete the cast in an evening of 
drink, song and camaraderie. 

The piece is a social satire of 
late Victorian values. Playwright 
Eve Merrium intended it to be a 
parody of a time in theatre that 
serviced (almost exclusively) the 
white affluent male. The plot itself 





is focused around those in the 
club, as well as those who aren't. 
The men dismiss the poor and the 


women of their society who, of 


course, would never be allowed in 
the club. 

But it is highly entertaining the- 
atre. “The most interesting thing 
about the play,” said director 
Marilyn Ryan, “is that theatre has 
always questioned values. How- 
ever, during this period, it con- 
formed to society. Theatre was 
classist, racist and sexist.” 

That shouldn't leave the impres- 
sion the play is didactic and moral- 
istic. The predominant theme is 
singing, dancing and merry-mak- 
ing, while taking a fun look at the 
period. Ryan hopes the audience 
will walk away realizing many 
aspects of that culture are still 
applicable today. Furthermore, the 
striking twist at the end of the play 
will surely inform the audience of 
the play's actual feminist message. 

The ideas of women addressed 


Unconscious Collective 


in The Club are comical, yet daunt- 
ing. During the play, the characters 
concer themselves with the con- 
quest of women and compete with 
each other to sound important. 
Women are playthings; they hate 
the “frigid” ones, desire the “loose” 
ones, but do not respect either of 
them. 

Throughout their conversations, 
it becomes apparent the best pos- 
sible position for women was a 
high-society marriage that still 
condoned infidelity. The issues of 
power and control will grab the 
audience in a unique way, Ryan 
adds. 

The actors are in their final year 
of study at Grant MacEwan and, as 
such, are polished veterans of the 
stage and excited about their grad- 
uating project. Certainly Ryan 
seems proud of their perfor- 
mances.

‘McCulloch says Kids’ movie not like TV

he first feature film from The 

Kids in the Hall, Brain Candy, 
opens Apr. 12 at a theatre near you. 
Unless you live on a farm, that is. 
Then, you might have to drive a 
ways. 

Paramount Pictures recently 
sent Kids’ troupe member Bruce 
McCulloch to his home town of 
Edmonton to hold court with the 
local media. He appeared to be 
neither tired nor bored, which is 
always a nice surprise when doing 
these things. 

“I think we all didn’t want to do 
Kids in the Hall, the TV Show: 
The Movie,” he said, when asked 
about taking on a feature film. “We 
could have done a sketch film, I 
suppose, but what would the point 
have been? We didn’t want to do 
like ‘There’s Chicken Lady,’ then 
‘There’s Cabbage Head.’ 

“That was a discussion we 
always had. How many branches 
can this tree hold and still be a 
tree that’s growing up instead of 
just being this bush? We like 
laughs and weird ideas, so I think 
we tried to put in as much weird, 
funny, sideways stuff as we could.” 

The story involves a powerful 
new anti-depressant. According to 
McCulloch, it was inspired by real

obsessed people. I think that’s why 
when the idea came up we said, 
‘Yeah, that’s a good idea for us.” 
Once the plot was in place 
though, there was still a lot left to 
chance. “It wasn’t like we said, 
‘Let's do this thing about this and 


do these kind of characters and 
have it be this tone,’”” McCulloch 
said. “It’s just like we kind of 
watched as it became.” 

The Kids’ CBC Television series 
was known for, shall we say, not 
exactly catering to right-wing con-

servatives. But McCulloch says 
angering people has never been 
their goal 

“T don't want to offend anybody, 
I really don’t. I think people have 
the sense that we wake up in the 
morning and go, ‘How are we 
going to push the 
today?” 

There is one scene inthe movie 
though that could offend just 
about anyone. It involves a goofy 
young boy with cancer, played by 
McCulloch. He insists it was not 
insensitive. “It seems like an 
important area he’s like a 
photo opportunity for athletes and 
politicians and it’s more about that 

Just because someone might 
misconstrue what I'm trying to say 
] can’t not say it.” 

That scene was born from an 
idea and McCulloch likes ideas a 
lot. “The thing that excites me the 
most in this world is ideas,” he 
said. “Be it, 'm in a recording stu 
dio saying, ‘Is this a piece we 
should put cello with?’ or ‘This is a 
film, should we film it with Dutch 
angles or should it all be static?’, 
it’s about how to get ideas across.” 

Will many people like this 
movie? “People often say some- 
thing about us which I think is 
kind of flattering,” McCulloch 
observed. “‘I like you guys’ or ‘I 
like this film, but I don’t think 
everybody’s gonna like it.’ But 
enough people say that, it doesn't 
matter.

No, no, of course William Richard Ill 
Shakespeare never really wrote Starring Ian McKellen, Annette 
that. But it is a question a lot of Bening and Maggie Smith. 
people might be asking. What’s 
with all the Shakespeare plays and movies set in contemporary (or at 
least not the original) settings? 

It's a way of making them more accessible to modern audiences, 
that’s the usual answer. And it’s certainly true of Richard II. What 
sets this interpretation apart from others is the specific time and 
place in which it is set: 1930s Great Britain. Given the time frame, the 
location (Europe), and the fact the main character is a ruthless dicta- 
tor on his way up, the parallels to Adolph Hitler are pretty darned 
clear. 

The story takes place just after the end of a civil war in England. 
Edward, Richie’s eldest brother, has been crowned king of the newly- 
reunited country. Richard wants the fancy headwear for himself, so 
he sets about murdering everyone who stands in his way. That’s kinda 
the Coles Notes version of the plot, but you get the idea. 

Unquestionably, the film’s greatest strength is the portrayal of 
Richard by British stage and screen actor Ian McKellen. He succeeds 
in making a villainous main character almost likeable, a feat he 
accomplishes by being the most interesting character in the story. 
Isn't that always the case? The villains are almost always more inter- 
esting than the good guys. 

McKellen delivers his often-humorous asides directly to the camera, 
thus allying himself with the audience. While the rest of the charac- 
ters continue to be simple screen images, Richard is a liaison between 
us and that story. But he still projects enough menace that we never 
actually hope he’ll get away with what he’s doing. McKellen, who also 
co-wrote the screenplay, turns in a flawless performance. 

The supporting cast contains an impressive sampling of snooty 
British acting talent, including John Wood as King Edward, Nigel 
Hawthorne as Clarence (Richard’s other brother) and Maggie Smith 
as the Duchess of York, Richard’s mom. Representing this side of the 
Atlantic, American actress Annette Bening brings considerable pas- 
sion to the role of Queen Elizabeth. 

But, one word of warning: If you're one of those people who could 
never understand what the hell Shakespeare’s characters were saying, 
don’t expect this film to clear that up for you. Although set in the 
1930s, the original Shakespearean text is spoken throughout. If you 
don’t understand every single line, that’s all right. Everyone under- 
stands power and passion.
